WASHINGTON, March 25.—There 


has been within a day or two a goed 
deal of excited comment over an alleged 
agreement between certain Northern 
Republicans on behalf of President 
Hayes and several leading Southern 
Democrats pending the completion of 
the electoral count, promising the with 
drawal of troops from the South on the 
one hand, and the lessening of South- 
ern Democratic opposition to tie eleo- 
tion of President Hiyes in joint conven- 
tion on the other. The precis* date ol 
this document it said to be February 
27. Two days afterwards Mr. Levy,of 
Louisiana, made an important speech 
on the floor of the House, in which he 
said he had the solemn, earnest and 
truthful assurances of Republicans high 
in bis confidence, that in the event ol 
big election he wculd be guided by a 
policy of conciliation towards the South- 
ern states, and would not use the army 
against State Groverements, but would 
leave the people free to settle matters 
peaceably for themselves. Theieupou 
Mr. Levy advised the Southera mem- 
bers to throw no farther obstacle* in 
the way of the completion of the count. 
Now that it has been decided to delay 
the withdrawal of th« troop* io Louis- 
iana and South Carolina, this alleged 
agreement is called in question, and the 
President denies fully that h« ever 
made any suoh pledge to any one of 
any character, whatever, which included 
the withdrawal of the troops. Hi reit- 
erated that statement to-night to sev- 
eral Eepublican Senators.
